It is this glorious kind of idealism that 
allows peaceful discussion to take 
residence over victories on the battlefield.

visited Egypt, Lebanon and Israel 
during month of March, it was very 
obvious that more fiiléaey could be spént in 
satisfying the human and material needs of 
the people. Outside the rich and 
magnificent city of Beirut in Lebanon are 
thousands upon thousands of Palestinian 
refugees living in the most repugnant 
conditions. I-was appalled to sée these 
people residing in shacks not more than 
four feet high and five feet wide. Sewage 
ran in rivers between the numerous huts. 

And it.was even more deplorable to learn 
that the Lebanese government is doing 
little to improve the wretched state. They 
are using these refugees as a ploy to 
further their own political ends. 

Perhaps some day the Arab and the Jew 
can live-in peace under that great 
American creed that states: ‘‘We hold 
these truths to be self-evident that all men 
are created equal.’’ 

In my final speech at the General 
Assembly, I think I reflected the desires of 
all the delegates in regard to the future of 
the world. 

‘‘Now is the time to make peace a reality. 
It would be fatal for us to overlook the 
urgency of the moment. In the Middle East 
as throughout the world, we must learn to 
live together as brothers or we evenutally 
shall perish together as fools. And as Dr. 
Martin Luther King had a dream, so do I 
have visions of prosperity. I have a dream 
that one day, on the Golan Heights, sons of 
former Israeli soldiers and sons of former 


Arab soldiers will be able to sit down . 


together at the table of brotherhood. I have 
a dream that one day the state of Israel, a 
state sweltering from the heat of 
oppression, sweltering from the atrocities 
of terrorist attacks, will be transformed 
into an oasis of freedom and peace. Every 
valley and hill will cease to ring of the 
sounds of battle. The scars of war will be 
lifted from our land and the bomb shelters 
made into permanent home$. I have a 
dream that the day will come when we are 
judged not on our religion but on the 
content of our characters. We are not 
mysteries, we are people, people who 
desire personal liberty. And personal 
liberty is of paramount importance to 
human happiness and human dignity. | 
look forward to that day when peace reigns 
in the Middle East. I look forward that that 
day when peace will reign throughout the 
entire world. I hope to.see that day when th 
Arab and the Jew, the black and the white, 
and the Protestant and the Catholic will be 
able to join hands and sing the words of the 
Jewish spiritual song, “H 

la hem.’’ (I bring peace unto you’’)

I would like to express my appreciation for © 


the privilege of participating in this 
morning’s breakfast. The purpose of this 
week is to recognize the importance of 
education in life of the community, and it is 
indeed an honour that a student 
representative be given this kind of 
opportunity. , 


Education today is one.of the most - 


complex of all human enterprises. I heard 
of a young mother who was shopping for a 
new toy for-her child. She asked, ‘‘Isn’t 


_ this toy a bit complicated?”’ The salesclerk 


said, ‘‘Madam, this is an educational toy, 
designed to prepare a child for life in 
todays world. No matter how your child 
puts it together, he will be wrong.” 
Sometimes this feeling overcomes us all. 
I know I've often felt discouraged, and I’m 
sure other students and teachers do. You 
suddenly feel that the school and its 
educators are to blame, but we must 
remember that we are all educators in 
todays society, and we are all learners. We 
teach each other and we learn from each 
other: When a mother teaches her child to 
tie his shoes, she learns to have patience 
and he learns a skill. When a teacher 
discusses a new lesson, he learns to be 
honest, and the students learn to listen. 
This illustration shows that there are two 


_ kinds of educators in our society. There 


are the educators in the school, those who 


_ provide us with our formal education. And 


there are the community educators, who 
teach us education for living. These two 
types of education are like the pendulum 


onaclock. There must be perfect balance, . _ 


and one must not out-weigh the other. We 


must become what the United Nations 


report on education calls “a learning 


‘society.’ I feel one of the major challenges 


of education is seeing that school and 
community education go hand in hand, lil 
clockwork. 

For example, centuries ago, all forms of 
education were taught in the home and the 
community. Parents and elders were not 
equipped enough in order to teach their

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children all the basic fundamentals of 
learning. As a solution to this urgent 
problem, teachers were trained ana 
became specialists in certain areas of 
knowledge, and thus public schools came 
into existence. But these schools could not 
offer courses which would totally prepare 
the students for their move out into the 
world. It was still necessary for the parents 
and the community to be involved in 
educating their children. 

And the same still applies to today’s 
educational system. At home and in the 
community we are taught mafitiers, respect 
for others and love for fellow man. Just as 
we are taught social values outside the 
school, we are taught valuable skills at 
We are taught to read, which 
enables us to follow road signs or read a 
great novel. We learn to write, in order to 
pursue a career. And we are taught 
arithmetic so we can comprehend this 
confusing metric system. 

No matter what kind of education we 
receive, or where we receive it, it is given 
to us through both the school and the 
community. Education is not just given for 
the purpose of earning a living. Education 
is learning what to do with a living after 
you earn it. When you fully understand 
the meaning of that statement, you are 
more aware of the shared envolvement in 
every fact of daily living. Each day of our 
lives includes some sort of personal

The Arabs 
believed that sacred trees were haunted 
by angels and the pulling of boughs of such 
trees was considered extremely danger- 
ous.

in the region of the upper Tigris the Holy 


‘Tree in each village stands in an enclosure 


to which only the high priest has access 
and in New Guinea religious feasts are 
held under sacred trees on lands set aside 
for the spirits. 

Natives of Burma pray to the tree before 


_ cutting it down and the African woodsman 


places a fresh twig upon the stump as a 
new home in which the displaced spirits 
may dwell. 
Similar relationships between trees and 
Druids, Scandanavian and ‘Germanic 
tribes are frequently described. 
To the Hindu the tree is the symbol of 
knowledge. 
‘Through the ages few societies have 
missed the practical values of treesm@s a 
source of shade, shelter, beauty, wood, 
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food, or as protectors of soil, water and 
wildlife. Today we derive more than 
15,000 products from trees - from paper to 
ice-cream flavourings, from cough medic- 
ine to cattle feed. The benefits of trees in 
economic terms are of staggering 
proportions. New recognition is being 
given to their values in modifying climate, 
reducing air pollution and noise, in 


neutralizing waste, and in providing a - 


quality of life lost in many urban 
situations. ; 
Ontario has been well blessed with trees 
of many kinds. Each has its own 
peculiarities of growth, longevity, physi- 
cal and chemical construction, uses and 
appearance. Many species have been 
introduced here to add their own 
particular charms to our surroundings.

A spring tree planting program which will 
turn 6,100 acres of idle land, unsuitable for 
agriculture, into a forest of 5,250,000 new 
trees is now underway across Eastern 
Ontario. 

The program, administered by the 
Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources, will 
bring to approximately 28,000 the number 
of acres of non-productive land that has 
now been rehabilitated in the past six years 
alone. 

Phil Anslow, regional forester for Eastern 
Ontario, said ‘persistent cool temper- 
atures this year held up the start of tree 
planting’’, but the operation is now going 
smoothly, and should be finished in late 
May or early June. During the five week 
push, 350 men and women, including 
workers who are lifting and packing 
seedlings at the Kemptville Nursery, will 
be employed. : 

The tree planters have only four or five 
weeks between frost retreat and the 
beginning of the seedlings’ rapid growth 
stage to get the seédlings transplanted. 
After rapid spring growth starts, the 


‘seedlings’ chances of surviving the 


lifting-moving-transplanting process de- 
crease. 

The largest percentage of new trees 
planted will be white spruce, followed by 
red pine, jack pine, larch and hardwoods, 
such as maple, poplar and basswood.

~ Working to shift emphasis 
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‘work from protection to 
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“The staff of the Family & Children’s 
Services of Northumberland County are- 


working hard to shift the emphasis of their 
prevention. 

Before a crisis erupts in a family situation, 

there are usually signs and indications of 

an impending breakdown. The family unit 

or an individual family member may be 

incapable of controlling, or recognizing, 


- those signs. A social worker can recognize . 


these problems and offers counselling, 
assistance and help. 

More and more young people and families 
are referring themselves to the local 
Family & Childrens Services branch of 


their own volition. In several county high 


schools, a social worker meets with 
students who ask for appointments on a 
weekly visitation program. Still others are 
referred to the Agency from a guidance 
counsellor, professional persons, or any 
individual in-the community. 

Jim Oakman and Brenda Nutter are two of 
the eleven Social services workers who 
know family problems and situations well. 
They've both worked over five years with 
the local Agency and have been involved in 
resolving family problems from the inside 
out. 

Jim is an easy-going, friendly man, 
involved with a large number of child 
protection cases that are brought to his 
attention by troubled families, or referred 
to him by other people in a community. 


Brenda is a quiet and unassuming person. 


She handles a large number of teenagers 
who have personal and family problems, 


' involving unwed mothers, and abused 
| {young people. — 
. “Under the Provincial. Child Welfare Act, © 


all citizens are required by law to report 


any Cases of neglect, child abuse, cruelty or - 


moral infringement of a child. That same 
law also states that absolute confidentiality 
must be respected for identity of anygne 
referring a case to the Family & Children’s 
Services branch.

Seek Landlord-Tenant 


Attorney-General John Clement has been 
asked by the Canadian Civil Liberties 
Association to revise the Landlord and 
Tenant Act of Ontario to give more power 
and protection to tenants in disputes with 
landlords. 

The request to Clement to write new 
legislation followed the defeat in the 
Supreme Court of Ontario of a tenants’ 
association president who said manage-. 
ment refused to renew his lease because he 
‘interfered’ in the running of the 
building. 

Alvin Faught and his wife Joyce lost their 
battle with the landlord. and were forced to 
leave their apartment building on April 30. 

Faught, who moved into the building in 
1973, quickly became head of the tenants 
association and successfully demanded the 
building be cleaned up, adequate fire 


protection installed (nearly half of 60 fire . 


hoses had no nozzles), proper stair lighting 
installed and locks put on the doors to the 
underground garage. New managers of 
the building, Anton and Elizabeth Meyer 
told Faught it was none of the association’s 
business how the building was run. 
“Rapport disappeared and harrassment 
began,’’ Faught said. Mrs. Meyer said 
last night Faught ‘‘doesn’t know the 
business’’ and he ‘‘should have kept his 
nose out. We have brought this place int® 
order.”’ 

Faught asked’the Canadian Civil Liberties 
Association for help when he noticed 
‘some tenants seemed to be afraid to be

He also called on the 
Metro Toronto Labor Council for support in 
fighting what he feels is an ‘“‘eviction for 
tenant activities.’’

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Nursing in a doctor’s office offers an 
interesting challenge to a nurse. 
Co-operation with many health agencies is 
a necessity. Some of these are hospitals, 
public health, V.O.N., laboratories, phar- 
‘macists, specialists, and many others. 

The office nurse has.many duties, with 
each office offering different challenges. . 
Sortie of the daily responsibilities include; 
welcoming the patietit-and placing him at 
ease, recording a preliminéty history, 
assisting the doctor and preparittg 
equipment, carrying out the doctor’s 
requests. The nurse’s day also includes 
many special procedures. Injections are a

include immunizations, vitamins and 
hormones.

A column a few weeks ago about the disappearance of the 
bluebird in ‘most parts of Ontario drew considerable re- 
sponse. Peculiar, isn’t it, that for many weeks only a hand- 


ful of letters arrive when the topic of the column takes the 


_ farmers’ viewpoint. But write about birds and the response 


is amazing. 

For instance, did you know there is a Bayfield Bluebird 
Society? Mrs. Bill Chessell of Varna sent a most interesting 
newsletter from this society detailing attempts to revive 
the bluebird population in the Bayfield area. | 


_ Apparently, a mistake was made by this corner in sug- 
gesting that the bluebird is disappearing because of hatch- 
problems which I blamed on pesticides. ' 

The Bayfield Bluebird Society has, done considerable re- 
search. In horse-and-buggy days and even into the early 
years of the automobile, bluebirds were plentiful. They 
nested in abandoned woodpecker holes in fence posts and in 
old apple trees which, at one time, stood near every farm- 
house. 

‘But rail fences and small, family orchards are almost 


gone. . : 

The biggest blow, though, has been the spread of starlings 
in Ontario. These foreign birds have taken over most of the 
natural sites which were available for bluebird nestings. 

The newsletter points out that 15 nesting boxes especially 


for bluebirds were put out in the fall of 1969: 60 in 1972: and 
150 in 1973. In 1973 with the help of an Ontario government 


grant of $8,000, the society and the Ausable-Bayfield Con- 


servation Authority set out an additional 100 nesting boxes. 

Last spring, more than 350 boxes were built and painted. 
When the boxes were checked. 39 nestings were found with 
82 fledglings. - 

Sounds like a terrific project. I know many young people 
— my eight-year-old daughter. for instance — have never 
seen this beautiful sparrow-sized bird with the sky-blue back 
and rusty throat and breast. 

Now, if, someone would just send me the plans fora blue- 
bird nesting Box,perhaps we could set up,a dozen or more 


on our two acres along the Mencerows and entice a few of 
these happiness birds to come fly S

and Greta Du Boulay.

grown, beans.) You buy yours from seed stores and out of 
catalogs. They’re called ‘‘Kanrich,’’ ‘“‘Green Wonder’ and 
“Giant-Green’’ and are bush beans a lot like limas. 

One reason for the popularity of soybeans is their high nutrition 
content. The health food crowd is big on soy flour, soy milk and 
other by products of the beans. They blend into an amazing varie- 
ty of dishes and are good cooked like shell beans, with a bit of 
meat for seasoning. You’ll find the bean pods tough to handle, but 
not if you steam them for a few minutes. When beans pop out, 
they can also be canned or frozen for later use.’ 

If you're of a mind, you could even make your own soy sauce. 
Oriental cookbooks have recipes, but this is more do-it- 
yourselfing than most people are into. The same book would have 
ways to make tofu, a delicious-tasting curd of multiple uses. This 
could be a great way to introduce versatile soy to your family. 

Soybeans like warm soil and sun. Plant with eyes modestly 
downward, then thin and space plants two feet apart. When 
blossoms appear, get a good hormone spray to hold them. It 
takes a little over one hundred days from planting to harvest, but 
the wait is worthwhile. They’re a delicacy for which we can bow 


to the inscrutable — but good crop producing — East.

Fruit trees should 


be set out in mid-May 


Fruit trees should be set out in home 
gardens in mid-May. 

‘For the best results, buy quality trees 
and follow recommended planting pro- 
cedures,’’ advises Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food horticulturist. D.M. 
Sangster. ‘‘Because fruit trees need good 
drainage, avoid planting sites with heavy 
clay soils that retain water and inhibit new 
root formation.” 

Dig a large hole for each tree to allow 
plenty of room for root development. 
Spread a good loam soil around the roots 
before filling in the hole. After planting, 
water the tree with one and one-half to two 
gallons of water. Prune newly planted 
trees back to assure a good balance 
between the tops and root systems to 
stimulate adequate regrowth. Fruit trees 
do not need fertilizer during the first year.

OTTAWA — While we're all waiting patiently for Finance 


Minister John Turner ‘to produce the budget he has promised to 


bring down in late May, it’s interesting to hark back to the

insect repellent

With our long winter over, spring 
having sprung, and summer just 
around the corner, it’s time to think 
about the sun, camping, swimming, 
barbecues, gardening, vacations and 
of all the things you like to do out- 
doors. 

Our insect population will soon 


be coming out, too, to join us — . 


and bug us. The first weapon is 
proper clothing to avoid bites. The 
second weapon is insect repellant. 
Keep a fresh container. handy. The 
older it is, the less effective it will 
be. The repellent that’s been sitting 
in the garage for a couple of sum- 


mers isn’t likely to deter blackflies, 


mosquitoes and other airborne at- 
tackers as effectively as a newly 
prepared batch. 

When these insects do get past 
your guard, calamine lotion is the 
best thing for relieving the irritation 
caused by their bites. 

When it comes to dealing with 


' wasps, bees and hornets, the best 


approach is one of live and let live. 
Never slap a bee or wasp. Brush 
them off or blow them away quick- 
ly. Stay away from their nests — 
especially children. Try not to ag- 
gravate these creatures — or to 
encourage them by leaving food, 
particularly sweet food, uncovered 
outdoors. 

While wasps can sting several 
times, the bee can only do so once 
(a fact which may be of little con- 
solation to the victim), because it 
leaves its sting embedded in the 
person’s skin. The only true pre- 


caution is to keep the skin covered. 
Multiple stings can produce a dan- 
gerous toxic reaction because of the 
amount of venom injected into the 


’ system, and people who suffer mul- 


tiple stings —— as well as those who 
know they are allergic to bee venom 
— should seek medical help when 
they're stung. 

In fact, a sizeable segment of the 
population is allergic to stings. To 
such people, stings could be fatal if 
unattended by a medical profes- 
sional. } 

A less commonly known type of 
insect attack in summertime comes 
from thé fleas that may reside on 
your cat or dog. 

Dr. Harding LeRiche of the 
University of Toronto's School of 
Hygiene urges vigilance about fleas. 
As he-puts it: “When the domestic 
pet goes to the cottage, the fleas 
may decide to stay home and bite 
father.” Predictably, the solution 
here is better hygiene. 

Dr. LeRiche points out that at 
least one summer insect, the horse- 
fly, is fast disappearing. But the rest 
of them aren't likely to go away in 
a hurry, and the best thing you can 


do about these unwelcome guests is . 


to discourage them. 

Steer clear of insects whenever 
possible. Proper clothing helps, and 
the use of insect repellent, too. And, 
if this doesn’t do the trick, keep 
calamine’ lotion handy. And seek 
medical help if you have an allergy 
problem. This way, you should be 
able to ward off most insects or 
bugs thal Come your wey -—— and 
have a happy summer,

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Despite continuing problems, the Cana-— 


dian economy should show modest 
improvement in the second half of 1975, 
according to Richard M. Thomson, 
President of the Toronto Dominion Bank. 

Mr. Thomson, who was in Regina for a 
meeting of the Bank's Board of Directors, 
said that present economic difficulties 
would likely continue for several months, 
but “there is good reason to believe that 
the worst is behind us." 

He pointed out, however, that so far this 
year housing activity had declined 
significantly, Canada’s external trade 
balance has worsened, there has been a 
steady deterioration of the Canadian dollar 
and unemployment rates are higher. 
Inflation remains a. major problem. 

These developments have been responsi- 
ble for increasingly stimulative provincial 
budgets and the proposed federal budget 
at the end of-this month. . 

“The fact that the measures already 
introduced may not have sufficient impact 
has been compounded by the recent 
upward movement of interest rates, 
particularly long-term rates,’ he said. 

In addition, strengthened demand for 
funds has contributed to upward pressure 
on mortgage rates and this, along with the 
deterioration in housing starts early this 
. year, has raised serious questions about 


reached,"’ Mr. Thomson said. ‘‘Such 
stimulation should add significantly to the 
increased activity expectéd-coon as a 
result of past mortgage approvals.’" 

He said demand for Canadian exports will 
not pick up until year end when American 
fiscal and monetary policies to stimulate 
expansion take effect. 

Turning to Western Canada, Mr. 
Thomson said that both strengths and 
weaknesses. had shown up in the early 
months of 1975. 

Prospects for mineral and metal produc- 
tion will remain buoyant. Technical, 
tax-sharing and price problems will 
continue to hamper oil and gas 
development in Saskatchewan while 
manufacturing and construction continue. 
to make gains, but at a slower rate than last 
year. 

“The key to income growth this year is 
agriculture,’ Mr. Thomson said. ‘‘Last 
year’s deferred Wheat Board Payments 
have already helped to increase western 
farm cash receipts about $1 billion in the 
first quarter.” In view of low world cereal 
inventories and prairie plans to sow more 
acres to grain this year, it is probable that 
this year’s crop will be 5 to 10 per cent 
higher than last year and that grain price

If Hastings County ratepayers thought the 
board of education was taking a big tax 
dollar bite this year, it appears next year’s 
bite will be even more painful. 

A week after setting its $31,870,000 


- budget, the board met in Belleville to adopt 


budget priorities for 1975 which represent 
the spending of a possible $633,400 for 
elementary school purposes. and ‘$82,000 
for secondary school purposes between 
September and December. 

But the pain comes from continuation of

Increases in the.county rate and school 
levy will mean an average $30 increase in 


property taxes on $10,000 of assessment . 


for Village-of Madoc ratepayers. 

Stressing his estimates are ‘‘ball park 
figures” at this point because an audit of 
the rate had not been completed at press 
time, Clerk Tom Burnside said tht 
residential rate would be about 2.5 mills 
over last year. 

“This means an average $25 to $30 more 

on a $10,000 assessment over last year’s 
rate,’’ he said. 
_Mr. Burnside said the county rate has 
increased from $27,628 in 1974 to $47,185 
this year, while the school rate has 
increased from $74,278 to $83,052. 

“It could have been worse,”’ he said. 
“The reason we were able to keep so close 
to last year’s lewy is because of increases 
in provincial government grants_and the 
cutting of the municipal budget in some 
areas.” 

He said a major reduction was in the 
recreations and parks budget, with the 
arena expense and park development 
program of last year being a nonecur- 
ring expenditure. 

“We also gained more revenue by 
increasing water and sewer services rates 
to reflect the actual cost of the services,”’ 
he said, ‘‘We also had a slight increase in 
assessment which helped to keep the 
increase down.”’ ) 
Mr. Burnside said the additional $20,000 
county levy represents about 3.10 mills on 
the general levy. 

When the audit is completed, the levy 
statistics will be compiled and printed for 
mailing with tax bills to ratepayers.

to whereit all began

As this writer begins his second week of ' 
weekly newspaper service here, he cannot 


-help but look back to where it all began 


over two decades ago. 

The newspaper was The Streetsville 
Review and like the newspaper you are 
now reading it was a village weekly 
newspaper. 

This writer, raised during his teens in the 
village of Huttonsville about 11 miles 
north of Streetsville, but also on the banks 
of the Credit River, had worked in a grist 


and flour mill in Streetsville since leaving | 


school at the age of 15. 

But now, aged 20 and graduated through 
the ranks from laborer to a clerical 
position in the mill office, future prospects 
didn’t look all that bright. Encouraged by 
Ivan Lavery, now publisher of The 
Woodbridge Advertiser, who was then a 
reporter for The Toronto Daily Star, this 
writer quit his post and entered the 
newspaper business. 

The year was 1953 and the cost of living 
was far below what it is today, but the 
drop from $75 weekly as a mill office clerk 
to $23.50 as a reporter for The Streetsville 
Review was significant. 

Unable to meet expenses (three 1930s era 
cars gave up the ghost in service) and 


‘enjoy the usual pursuits (girls) of a 


20-year-old ‘‘blade,”’ this writer improved 
his lot (to $37.50 weekly) by moving to The 
Brampton Conservator as sports editor- 
photographer. 

The publisher of the then weekly 
Conservator, one of the largest weekly 
newspapers in Canada at that time, was 
Bill (Weeping Willy) Doole, now publisher 
of The Erin Advocate, and his editor, hired 
shortly after my arrival, was Tom 
Forsyth. 

Tom Forsyth was slight and of average 
height, but he was a giant of a man and it 
his example of expertise I will try to follow 
as long as I hold the title of editor. 

He was a “‘hard drinker,’ so much so that 
he died as a result of his excess, and he 
was foul-rhouthed, bad-tempered, egotist- 
ical, insubordinate (he’d worked for 32 


newspapers in 28 years) as well as being. 


an avowed, crusading atheist. 

But that was the ‘‘surface’”’ Tom Forsyth, 
his shield which protected the sensitive, 
generous, lover of mankind and nature 
that he really was.

He was also a true craftsman in the 
disciplines of this business. 

His craftsmanship was recognized by the 
Canadian Weekly Newspaper Association 


_which awarded him shields for best 


editorial (five times) best editorial page 
(three times) best front page (nine times) 


and best all around newspaper in national 


competitions. 

All that this writer was able to 
accomplish is the result of what Tom 
Forsyth taught in the three years we were 
together and the two years we were 
“opposing’’ editors of competing publica- 
tions. f 

The most important lesson Tom Forsyth 
taught was that editors have a time 
continued “‘trust’’ to,present the record of 
their era. 

Newspapers, he explained, are “mir- 
rors’”’ which must reflect the events as 
they are, without distortion by bias or 
slovenly “haven’t time to check it” 
accident. 

‘ He also taught that to succeed, an editor 
must gain the confidence of the commun- 


. ity he will serve, by being fair and always 


impartial. 

It is in’ the nature of journalism and 
journalists that we find ourselves itiner- 
ants in plying our craft, either by the 
necessity of widening horizons of experi- 
ence, or because of the ethic which 
governs our commitment to ourselves and 
the craft of our calling. 

This is why we are sometimes ‘‘strang- 
ers’’ and seem by the long-time inhabit- 
ants of communities such as this as 
“outsiders’’ coming in.. 


- In the eyes of journalists, there are no 


‘strangers,’ only friends we have not 
met, anti because we know this planet is 
but a speck of dust in the cosmos of 
infinity, the whole world becomes one 


‘community and its peoples our neighbor. | 


Journalists regularly meet the great and 
the small in normal and_ abnormal 
circumstances, making them fully aware 
that all are ‘‘folks’’ trying their best to live 
and achieve meaningful goals. 

Tom Forsyth was a master at meeting 
the man-in-the-street and, this writer 
hopes the lessons he taught will make it 
possible to quickly melt the ice here so 
presentation of the record can improve.

Since cattle 
become infected in a similar manner by 
various organisms, veterinarians add it is a 
good idea to use a vaccine that will give a 
broad range of protection.

Perhaps such 
undesirables are caused because the 
government has not followed the programs 
closely enough. 

Sound evaluation of past performance to 
improve upcoming programs has not been 
undertaken. The government has been, in 
the past, throwing money away too fast and 
too freely. 

The idea behind Opportunities For Youth 
is sound and creative. Only its 
administration has been inadequate, 
waiting for public reaction against it before 
trying to improve. However, it’s a familar 
story.

May Day has come and gone and George 
Kerr is not back at his desk as Ontario’s 
solicitor-general as he promised when he 
resigned back in February. 

He stepped down to launch a fight to clear 
his name of allegations made against him 
in a preliminary hearing in the Hamilton 


The case, dubbed Harborgate by many 
Hamiltonians, is now before the courts in 
the steel city and is being observed with 
keen interest by politicians in Queen’s 
Park, Ottawa and Quebec City. 

Although evidence from the preliminary 


hearing cannot be published, it caused 


Kerr’s resignation and it prostrated federal 
Labor Minister John Munro in March when 
he went into seclusion for three weeks after 
it was disclosed that his name also came up 
at the hearing. a , 

Munro’s associates maintdin that his 
name was used only incidentally and that it 
is.unlikely he will even be called upon to 
testify. Kerr will be called to testify but he 


‘ faces no charges himself. 


Warren Allmand, Canada’s s#icitor- 
general, has made it clear that the RCMP 
who spent.months investigating the case, 
have found no evidence to warrant charges 


‘against Kerr. 


That is an important consideration 
because when Premier William Davis 
accepted Kerr’s resignation he made it 
utterly clear he was convinced to Kerr's 
innocence. It was the RCMP findings that 
helped him come to that conclusion. The 
importance of Kerr being cleared cannot be 

ated. Davis has expressed total 
confidence that Kerr would be absolved 


- and he pledged to immediately re-appoint 


him once he is. 

In other words, Davis is out on a limb and 
he and his party will go to the wall with 
Kerr if necessary. 

As one of Davis’s aides put it at the time 
of Kerr’s resignation: ‘‘If we're wrong on 
this, if some little guy somewhere in Kerr's 
organization has done something we don’t

What’s happened to open area schools? 

Remember the great flap to build them, 
about eight years ago? : 

They were to be the seducational 
environment of the future. They’d not only 


‘revolutionize the physical setting but 


would also profoundly change education's 
content and philosophy. They were hailed 
by school faddists as the greatest thing 
since sliced bréad. 

They're still around. They’re still in use 
and a few are still being built. Although 
they haven’t sparked any major revolution, 
they have led to some beneficial changes in 
teaching. In turn, open-area schools have 
themselves been changed. 


That's the way things seem to happen in 


education. It if subject to great attacks of 


| faddism. Teachers, principals, trustees, 


ts. tend to take up new ideas and 


3 ‘methods with wild unquestioning enthiusi- 
asm and work them half to death. 


Then time, common sense and practical 
experience take over. The fad ideas are 
tested in actual use. Their good features 
gradually become part of the system. 
Their useless, harmful or mediocre aspects 
are quietly revised, discarded or forgotten. 

This is precisely what has happened and 
is still happening with the great open-area 


By and- large, the idea of having whole 
schools composed of just one vast open 
area has turned out to be unworkable in 
actual use. Many schools built that way 
have slowly been changed to provide 


separate classroom areas with moveable 


walls or partial walls. | 
Most schools now being built have some 
traditional closed classrooms and \some 
open area or ‘‘pods.’’ Even the pods, 
which may be as big as four traditional 


classrooms, have equipment to convert 


(them into partially-closed areas. 


‘ Teachers and kids seem to like it that way. 
We all havea territorial instinct - the urge 
to take over some space, make it our own 
and imprint it with our personalities. 
School classes are like that. It seems to 


* me that in most junior classrooms where 


good teaching and learning is going on, 


‘there's a snug homey flavor. The kids and 


the teacher feel that it’s their's. They 
decorate it with their work and their ideas 


-and the room reinforces the close rapport 
between teacher and students. 


There comes a time, though, when kids 
need to leave the snug primary room and 


a 


mix with larger groups -- to feel part of the 


whole school. 

“Good schools use their open areas for 
such a purpose. One of the good things 
that open areas have promoted and 
developed is team teaching. 

Kids learn their basics best in small 
groups with their own teachers in their own 
rooms. They can become more interested 
and more excited about some other ideas, 
though, through big presentations by 
teams of teachers to large groups. 

About four teachers get together, under 
the influence of one who acts as leader. 
They carefully work out plans for an extra 
long presentation on, say, a particularly 
important period of Canadian history. 

They figure out how to make it 
interesting, vue and relevant to the kids’ 
7 lives and experience. Each teacher 


has a part to prepare and present, but all fit 
into the whole plan. 

For the actual presentation, they remove 
their flexible classroom walls or take all 
their students-into an open area. The 
smooth rapid-fire lesson goes on with some. 
of the pizazz that kids see on TV. They get 
really interested and are anxious. to 
respond. What they’re interested in, they 
remember. The whole thing is backed-up 
with good review and discussion later in 
the individual classes. 


This kind of thing means more work for . 


teachérs. It has to be kept in balance, not: 
overdone and carefully planned, but it pays 
good benefits /in learning. 

Open areas have encouraged it and made 
it possible. They’ve also given other 
benefits, such as making it more difficult 
for a lazy, cruel or bigoted teacher to cover 
up from his colleagues.

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Eastern Ontario’s newest provincial park - 
Ferris - was made for camping, picnics, 
hiking and lazy fishing. The atmosphere is 
Rustic Ontario: rolling green hills, unusual 
stone fences and the gently moving Trent 
River. 

Part of the park, located almost midway 
between Highways 7 and 401, just south of 
Campbellford on the road to Stirling, was 
the former estate of Campbellford 
entrepreneur and politician James Mar- 
shall Ferris. His descendants generously 
donated the land to the province in 1960. 
Acquisition of adjacent Trent shoreline 
property expanded the park to 599 acres. 

Ferris offers an especially warm and 
relaxing atmosphere for family camping 
and picnicking. It is expected that a fully 
serviced campground with 85 campsites, 
two comfort stations, a trailer sanitary 
station and convehiently located water 
outlets will be available this summer. The 
park will also provide a 20 acre picnic area 
with parking for 150 vehicles. 

The Trent River and canal system 
Bordering the park is a distinctive part of 
the popular Rideau-Trent-Severn recrea- 
tional waterway extending east as far as 


Ottawa, and west as far as Georgian Bay. 


Boaters vacationing on this waterway 
should find Ferris particularly attractive.

And they are also a continuation of that 
what makes the press what it is, a medium 
of freely-expressed opinion guaranteed by 
the right to freedom of speech embodied in 
the principles of all democracies. 

It is this freedom that politicians 


challenge when they falsely cry **mis- 


quote”’ of ‘‘foul’’ when .they have been 
caught in embarrassing circumstance. 


There is great danger to the press should 
statements like those of the Hon. Mr. 
Winkler, or that pettish press-hater Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau, who 
likewise takes some pleasure in rankling 
the scribes covering his term of office, 
become supported by the public. 


The danger is that the people will be so 
swayed by these political critics that they 
will allow passage of laws curbing the 
press right to public information and free 
expression of comment upon the actions of 
elected persons of the public service 
administration supported by the public 
purse.

ummer project of the conservation 
au ority, branch of the provincial ministry 
of natural resources. Of the 26 programs in 
the project covering several ministries, 
Program 26 is the largest. 

The Moira River Conservation Authority 
has hired 15 qualified high school and 
university students forthe program which 
in previous years has been called SWEEP. 
The students hired by the authority will 
work in various areas of the authority. Five 
students will begin work June 9 on the 
co-operative municipal development crew. 
They will be doing co-operative work for 
the participating municipalities in the 


' Moira River watershed, including park 
development of open space and park 
_ maintenance. 


Two student crew is in its final summer of 
a three-year water quality study. Moira 
and Stoco Lakes are being assessed in 
co-operation with the ministry of the 
environment. 

The data will be used to evaluate the 
effectiveness of sewage treatment installa- 
tions and other pollution control programs 
affecting the two lakes. 

O’Hara Mill is now open to the public 
seven days a week, and is staffed by four 
university. students.

—+tt’s Rollins 
allthe way!

Last Wednesday was a hot, humid 
evening, but the more than 700 supporters 
of Clarke T. Rollins overflowed the Kiwanis 
Centre in-Madoc to coofly nominate the 
sitting member of the legislative assembly 
as Hastings-Peterborough Progressive 
Conservative standard bearer in the 
expected provincial election this year. 

With the temperature inside the hall a 
wilting 20 plus degrees celsius (around 85 
degrees fahrenheit) there was no tradition- 
al hoopla before the well-dressed crowd 
listened to the litany of 112 nominations 
read by Bob Covney, Tweed, acting 
secretary of the provincial PC riding 
association. 

Even the ‘‘hired’’ entertainment wasn’t 
there and Reg Blatherwick, the president 
of the Bancroft Senior Citizens Club, had to 
be pressed into serve as pianist for a 
stimulating ‘‘When The Saints ‘Come 
Marching In’’ parade of the platform 
guests, ballot-gathering renditions ~ of 
sing-along classics and the playing of the 
two national anthems. 

The nominating meeting crowd of mostly 
middle-aged and elderly PC supporters 
didn’t lift its voices to join in the sind-along 
music encouragement, but reamined 
quietly unemotional throughout the even- 
ing. : 

Even when the acclamation of their 
unopposed candidate was announced, it 
was greeted with only routine applause. 


Ken Smith, Actinolite, president of the 
provincial PC riding association, kicked off 
the activities of the evening by welcoming 
the delegates to what he called “the 
hottest’? nomination conventions in the 
newly twinned riding. 

‘There is a rumour that the opposition. 
has a chance when the next election is 
called,’’ he told delegates. ‘‘Don’t you 
believe it, this enlarged riding is now more 
Tory than ever. , 

“It is a large riding, the largest in 
southern Ontario, but thanks to those who’ 
have travelled considerable distances on

such a lovely warm night, this is the 
biggest crowd at a nomination convention 
in 10 years,’’ he said. 

Reeve Tom Barton, Madoc, said he was 
privileged to welcome delegates from the 
10 new townships and two villages to the 
nomination convention in his community. 

‘I hope you will find the hospitality of 
Madoc always as pleasant as we find it 
here,’’ he said. 

Mr. Smith, who told delegates the riding 
association had ‘$89.50 in the bank’’ 
before the meeting, asked for the ‘‘passing 
of hats’’ to bolster riding association funds 
as it girds for the expected election. _ 

The crowd responded to his ‘‘not too 
much silver’’ call and dropped a total of 
$704 into the plastic buckets passed 
through the seated delegates to collect 
contributions. 

Unopposed in every nomination conven- 
tion since he was first chosen to represent 
Hastings in 1959, 64-year-old Mr. Rollins 
told the delegates that with their support 
he will be successful in his fifth campaign 
and will be pleased to represent the largest 
area riding in southern Ontario. 

Mr. Rollins said he is pleased that the 
views of the Hastings and Peterborough 
county wardens on the question of regional 
government is similar to his own. 

‘They believe and I believe that regional 
government is not necessary in these two 
counties and 1 am privileged to be a 
candidate in an area in which my views are 
supported by the counties. I believe in 
county government and «believe they will 
bring in legislation on shared services 
which will be ample for these two counties 
for some time to come,’’ he said. 

Mr. Rollins said he will try to carry out his 
responsibilities as the elected member of 
legislature until the House is dissolved and 
with the support of PC supporters begin 
the election campaign. 

‘There will be a committee set up to 
schedule locations where I can meet the 
people to discuss problems, but I do not 
involved in — local 
controversies,’’ he said. 


‘No more regional gov’ts, unless...’ -Winkler 


In an address in which he urged members 
of the Hastings-Peterborough Provincial 
Progressive Conservative Association in 
Madoc last week not to become 
complacent, the-Hon. Eric A. Winkler, 
chairman of the provincial cabinet’s board 
of management, said the history of the 
party needs retelling again and again. 
“We can point with pride to what has 
made Ontario what it is today and there is 
not another jurisdiction in Canada that can 
be as proud of the progress and 
productivity produced by its government,”’ 
he said. 
“The people of Ontario contribute 47 
cents of every tax.dollar raised in Canada 
and we are a people in a province that 
believes in Confederation and all that it 
means to Canada.”’

Admitting to the operation of local area 
residents to government-imposed regional 
government, Mr. Winkler promised there 
will be no regional governments esta- 
blighed in Ontario ‘‘unless people ask for it 
first.” 

‘That is*the’ position I take in cabinet and 
although it is possible some redistribution 
can take place, we do not want to impose 
the forms of regional government that have 
come in the past,’ he said. 

In explaining the introductien of regional 
government, Mr. Winkler said it came 
about because the Ontario government did 
not want the spreading growth of the 
Metropolitan Toronto monolith to continue 
and a desire to ‘‘spread the wealth 
around.” ; 

Mr. Winkler then took issue with The 
Toronto Globe and Mail, a newspaper 
which he said had become the “‘official 
opposition’ of the government because the 
elected opposition is inept. 

Mr. Winkler, the House leader of the 
Progressive Conservative government, 


said this is not the easiest era in which to 
govern and criticized the press for its 
attacks and added its assaults are difficult 
to understand in a democratic society in 
which the press challenges the government 


elected by the people. 


‘I say to you that we in government are 
morally right and because we are morally 
right the electors are going to again find us 


politically right,’’ he said. 


Mr. Winkler said he takes his hat off to 


Bill Davis when he looks at the return of 
provincial transfer payments to the local 


municipalities which have increased in 
each successive year. 

He also said Ontario has the greatest 
system of provincial parks anywhere in 
North America and Ontario is a ‘‘safe 
land’’ which has escaped the violence 
becoming more pronounced in the United 
sates and through enforcement of laws, 

tario intends to keep this province safe. 

He said the provincial highways systems 
are the envy this country and Ontario’s 
leadership in the development of nuclear 
energy technology has kept this province 


[ 
from finding itself ‘‘in a devil of a pickle”’ 
and will be ‘‘the saving grace’ in the 
control of future energy consumption and 
needs. 

In a feference to Ontario’s battle with 
Alberta over the supply and pricing of 
fossil fuels and natural gas, Mr. Winkler 
said Ontario will ‘‘keep putting pressure on 
Ottawa’ for a reasonable solution. 

In listing the other accomplishments of 
the Bill Davis government, he said the 
province’s program of assistance to senior 
citizens makes Ontario foremost in the 
country; the provincial health care scheme 
is the best of its kind in the world and new 
programs are being introduced all the 
time. . 

As an example, he cited the new forestry 
program which gives persons planting 
trees the same type of rebate formula as 
provincial aid, to farmers. 

‘We are thinking up new programs all 
the time, like the $1,500 grant to first time 
home buyers and we will consult the people 
of this province at all stages of presenting 
new legislation,”’ he said.

’ Statistics can “sige to prove almost anything such as in 
that nonsense piéce of a few years ago which ended up by 
saying that only you and I were working and I’m not so darn 
sure about you. : ; 


But statistics can reveal a great many truths. One of the’ 


most significant set of statistics was revealed in the 1971 
census figures. In Ontario. according to official figures, only 
4.7 per cent of the population of this province is actively en- 
gaged in rural-farm work. 

The figure is higher for other provinces but Ontario is 


where we are living and this is the area we want to,talk about. 


Across Canada, the figure jumps to an average-of 6.6 per 
cent. : 

Think about that for a moment: 4.7 per cent in farming. 

In 1871. more than 70 per cent of the population was en- 
gaged in farming. In 1876, nine farmers produced enough to 
feed one urban dweller. It's different today. In 1971. only 7.7 
farmers could produce enough to feed 100 urban dwellers. 
Not only that. those farmers produced whopping big sur- 
pluses. 

What is most interesting about those figures is the fact 


that farmers have lost whatever political clout they once had. 


One hundred years ago, politicians were forced to pay at- 


~ tention to farmers because farmers could turf them out of

office. Them days is gone forever. 

And to make matters worse, if this country and this prov- 
ince are going to follow the age-old democratic principle of 
representation by population. farmers are going to get fewer 
members of parliament and members of the legislature who 
kniow.—.or care — anything about farmers. 

Politicians Wsually want to get re-elected. They must serve 
the people who voted foi them. It follows that the vast ma- 
jority of legislators are going to~pay, little attention to far- 
mers. Only. when food costs go up do the legislators from ur- 
ban areas care a fig about farming. Only when it hits them in 
their well-rounded tummies do they take a look at what is 


happening on the farm scene. And then it is only to complain. 
A few take time to study the problems but only a few. Why 


should they when they have only so much time to study their 
own ridings and cope with, the vast amount of paperwork 


connected with any bureaucracy? 


There are people who are not full-time farmers who are 
living in the country — about 17.65 per cent of the population 
— who may be sympathetic to the farmer but few of them 
will go out on a limb. 


So the farmer is left to fend far himself. He is no longer a 
political force. His numbers have been dwindling for 100 


years. If the number of dairy farmers who went out of busi- 
ness last year alone is any criterion, the number of farmers 
will continue to dwindle. 


It is a mystery to me how men like Bill Stewart in the — 


provincial cabinet and Eugene Whelan at the federal level 
have been able to get as much for the farmer as they have. 
As most of you who read this column regularly are aware. 
the writer has little love for, politicians yet these men and 
their deputies never cease to speak out for the agricultural 
sector in spite of criticism and abuse. ~*~ 

They. must have thick skins and hard heads. Both are men 
to be reckoned with in their respective cabinets. Let us hope 
they will continue, even in the face of great odds — odds that 
are getting higher all the time — to work for farmers and 
farming. : 

[have said it dozens of times and I hope I never get tired of 
saying it: Without a viable agricultural economy in Canada. 
the country is doomed. Without farming. more than 40 per 
cent of the people in this country would be out of work be- 
cause farmers and farming keep them working.

water’s safe

More than half of Ontario's 
boundary abuts onto enormous 
amounts of potentially drinkable 
water, including four of the five 
Great Lakes. ’ 


That quantity constitutes a vast 


natural resource. But what of the 
quality of this province’s water 
supply — is the stuff fit to drink? 
Well, if you're on the public water 
system, what comes out of your 
kitchen or bathroom taps has been 
through a pretty rigorous filtration 
and purification process. Even so — 
and keeping in mind a variation of 
the old adage about many a “slip 
‘twixt cup and lip” — local health 
units are constantly checking the 
final product to see that high stan- : 
dards of water purity are upheld. 
Dr. Joseph Burkholder, the Nia- 
gara Region’s medical officer of 
health, says that sometimes per- 
fectly- good water entering the 
distribution system can get impuri- 
ties in it somewhere along the pipe- 


lines, although that’s a pretty rare — 


occurrence. 

But just to make sure, local health 
units take monthly random samples 
of cold water straight from the tap. 
Samples are of water that has not 
undergone extra softening or filter- 
ing in the home. This is then placed 
in a 3- or 4-oz. bottle, refrigerated 
and sent to the lab for testing. If the 
tests reveal a coliform-bacteria 
count, the medical officet of health’s 
team immediately goes into action 
to track down the cause — and put 
it right. 

All of this is vital preventive 
medicine, since contaminated water 
can spread such diseases as polio, 
typhoid, hepatitis and dysentery. 

Dr. Burkholder advises those with 
private water supplies to take extra 
precautions. Summer cottagefs, for 
example, should not assume that the 
water in that idyllic lake is neces- 
sarily pure. When in doubt about 
the water, boil it. You can also do 
your own purifying by two 
drops of household bleach (which 
contains chlorine) to each quart of 
water, and waiting 20 minutes be- 
fore drinking. Perhaps the safest 
solution of all, says Dr. Burkholder, 
is to take bottled water with you 
when you go to the cottage. This 


water, he points out, doesn't have © 


to) be the increasingly popular 
“spring water” sold in stores, but 
simply water from the tap at home. 

In this connection, Burkholder 
says, the trend towards drinking 
bottled “purified” or distilled water 
may be self-defeating, because even 
though the chemical content of our 
public water supply must be moni- 
tored to ensure that it doesn’t con- 
tain dangerous levels of asbestos, 
say, or mercury, we do need: some 


~ of the so-called trace elements in 


the water we drink. 


Unlike the Ancient Mariner who 
complained “water, water every- 
where — and not a drop to drink,” 
Ontario has possibly more drinkable 
water than just about anywhere else. 
And engineers, health workers — 
and you — can ensure that what we 
drink is as pure as it should be.

In 1970, only a few hospitals in Ontario 
provided Inservice Education on an. 


organized basis. Since then, almost every 
hospital in the province has this service. 
Large hospitals now have a Director or 
Co-ordinator of Inservice Education with 
full or part-time. staff of one or more 
instructors. At. smaller hospitals, an 
Inservice Educator may have to combine 
other duties in her working day. 


Campbellford Memorial Hospital engag- 
ed their first Inservice Educator in April 
1970, who was also responsible for any 
instruction needed by the nurse internes 
until that program was phased out by the 
Ministry of Health. Other duties included 
that of Staff Health Nurse. 

Early in the 1970s, some hospitals had 
begun to enlarge the scope of their 
Inservice Education programs to include all 
hospital departments, with the Director 
becoming the Co-ordinator for the whole 
hospital. January 1974 saw Campbellford 
Memorial Hospital following this lead. 


Working with the heads of departments to : 


devise suitable means and opportunities. 


for education of all employees; dovetailing 
the arrangements for use of space and 
equipment and avoiding much confusion. 


The facilities offered by the RNAO 
previously mentioned have been of great 
value in the establishment of the 
Campbellford Memorial Hospital educa- 
tion program. 

The final evidence of the success of 
educational programs is that of a 
well-organized hospital that satisfies the 
public interest and that of those concerned 
in its endeavours.

Provincial NDP leader Stephen Lewis 
produced a memo in the Legislature 
claiming it proved the Tories are 
deliberately avoiding controversial issues-- 
such as day care -- because it’s an election 
year. 

Rene Brunelle, minister of community 
and social service, denied the charge and 
said he had never seen the memo, although 
he had heard about it. 

The memo was sent by Charles Hendry, a 
senior consultant to the ministry, to 
Gordon McLellan and other members of 
the ministry's committee on child abuse. 

Lewis said fellow NDP member Eli Martel 
veceiyce a copy of the memo anonymously 
in his mail, 

Hendry said in the memo that <‘1975 
apparently will be an election year in 
Ontario’’ and ‘‘imaginative initiatives are 
expected in areas of public concern. 

‘One such area is child welfare and child 
development. Day care has become a 
subject of sharp controversy.”’ 

He suggested that something ‘‘less 
contentious and devisive,”’ such as the 
problem of child battering, would provide a 
more harmonious focus for political action. 
- Lewis said the government has avoided 
the day-care issue following the memo, 
dated January 15, ‘‘and we’re having a 
conference on child abuse and child 
battering flowing from this memo. 

‘‘What is politically advantageous,is acted 
upon,’’ he said. ‘‘What is politically 
controversial is set aside.”’ 

Liberal Leader Robert Nixon described 
the memo as ‘“‘the bottom of the barrel’ 
and ‘‘as cynical as you can get.”’

Attorney-General John Clement told the 
Legislature he is looking into charges of 
racism made against certain Toronto police 


And Premier William Davis admitted he 
is concerned over recent events involving 
alleged racial prejudice. 

Davis said he didn’t believe the answer 
lies in legislation. The Human Rights 
Commission in one obvious avenue to 
counter racism, he added. 

Earlier, NDP leader Stephen Lewis 
quoted Jamaican High Commissioner 
Willis O. Isaac who said, ‘‘There are 


elements in the police force which ate — 


extremely racist, uncultural and inhu- 
man.”’ 

Isaac made the statement at the funeral of 

15-year-old Michael Habbib who was shot 
to death earlier. 
“Have you yet sat down with the 
Metropolitan Police Commission ... to ask 
them to study or to investigate or to deal 
with the obviously deeply-felt complaints 
that are coming increasingly from the black 
community?’’ Lewis asked. 

Clement said he and some senior law 
officers. had met with the Jamaican 
Canadian Association three or four weeks 


ago and three: major allegations were 


| ‘i] have not yet received a report on 
_ thdse,’’-he said. ‘I expect to have them — 
very shortly.’’ 


Davis said he hoped allegations against 
police were unfounded. ”

The announcement was made in a letter to 
Trent’s president, T.E.W. Nind, from 
James Auld, minister of colleges and 
universities. Preliminary planning. and 
design drawings have already been 
completed through an initial government 
grant of $30,000 received last summer. 

Prof. Nind said her was delighted by the 
annoncement. ‘‘It is a very substantial 
step toward our first permanent athletic 
building and I’m sure will be warmly 
welcomed by all members of the
